Don't Like the Pay 

The-^cenaua enumerators in Lake 
county, numbering about' sixty-foiir, 
are setting lip a "holler" concerning 
the pay they are to receive for taking 
the census statistics. 

When^ it was Brst announced that 
enbmerators vyere watited, . they were 
told' they would receive from $4 to $6 a 
day or 2 to 4 cent's per head. The 54 
or cents did not appeal to them. 

Charles'Stbffel of Cicero. III.,, census 
director of this district, was in Wauke- 
gan a short (ime ago and asked, the 
Waukegan Sun- to help obtain appli- 
cants for, the positions as enumerators. 

He told the Sun representative that 
$6 a day would be paid. The Sun then 
printdd a .story asking persons to make 
application for the Job. ' As usual the 
Sun got results, and in no time the 
entire number was signed up. 

After 'they look the oath of office, a 
number of .enumGcatorfl received Icltera 
from , Mr. Stoffel which practically ■ 
stated they would be expected to take 
the census on the 4 cents a head basis. 
This is objected, to because they were 
under the impression that they were to 
receive a Hat salary of S6, at the time 
,they signed up. As enumerators are 
entitled to ?6 per day under the law, it 
is regarded as peculiar that Director 
Stoffel shoiild' attempt to make the 
change in the method of paying them 
after " the statement he made to ^he 
newspaper representative, who was in- 
"strumental in getting the enumerators 
through the publication of the article. 

At any rate, the enumerators are 
copaldtrably worked up over, the matter 
and finme have'stated they intended to 
throw up the "job unless they are guar- 
anteed the $G a day.

A Word of Warning 

to Rabbit Hunters 

It has beeii rumored about town quite 
frequently of late, that several persons 
who enjoy the sport of rabble hunting, 
have not taken the trouble to procure a 
hunting license before starting out af- 
ter the game. For the benefit of these 
person? who perhaps do not' fully under- 
stand the requirements of the law we 
quote below a section taken from the 
game and fish code of Illinois, dat^ld 
July L l'919. 

"It shall be unlawful to hunt, take, 
pursue or kill any wild animals, frogs, 
wild fowls, or birds without first having 
procured a license so to do. 

"Itia also unlawful to hunt, kill, 
;,take or destroy, or to attempt to hunt, 
'kill, take or destroy rabbits, : except 
between the Ist day of November and 
the 31st day of January, both inclusive, 
of the succeeding year. - 

"For any person to kill; In any, one 
day, in excess of fifteen rabbits. 

"To buy, sell or barter, or offer to 
buy, fell or barter, or for any commer- 
cial institution, COthmlssion hoUse, reS' 
taurant or cafe keeper, to have rabbits 
m possession, except betweep the Ist 
day of November and the 31st day of 
January, both incluBive of the succeed- 
ing year, whether killed or taken with- 
in or without the State, or lawfully or 
unlawfully killed or taken." 

The penalty for violation of .the above 
is a fine of not less that $15.00. nor 
more than SlOO for each offense or, im- 
prisonment in the county jail not less 
than 10 days nor more than 20 days or 
both fine and imprisonment.

Must Sell All Holdings In Stock Yards, 
Railroads and Terminals, Newspa- 
pers and Cold-Storage Ware- 
houses and Branches. 

Washington, Dec. 20.— Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer unuouuced that tlio live 
big packers, their main subsUllark'S, 
principal . stockholders and managora 
luui surrendered to the govcniment's 
contentions against the monopolistic 
growth of the packing Industry and Its 
control of unrelated- Industries. 

By the entry of a permanent in- 
junction decree, to which Ihe packers 
have consented, their activities are to 
be confined to meat and by-products, 
eggs, butter, poultry, cheese and con- 
densed milk. Ilefrigcrallon Is to be 
limited to tho cars necessary for car- 
rying their output. 

By the decree, which Is to be secured 
by the attorney general within the 
near future, the packers are to be re- 
quired to sell their holdings In public 
stock yards, stock-yard railroads and 
terminals, to disassociate themselves 
with the retail meat business, and with 
all "unrelated lines." This Is to be 
done within two years. 

This solution of the packers' situ- 
ation, which had Its Inception with an 
Investigation by tho federal trade com- 
mission and with the placing of the 
information In tlie hands of the attoi*- 
uey general, will render unnecessary 
the filing of suits against the packers. 
"In general," says the department of 
justice statement, "this decree pre- 
vents the defendants from exercising 
any further control over the marketing 
of live stock. It forever prevents them 
from any control over the retailing of 
moat products. It eliminates them 
from the field of meat substitutes with 
the exception of eggs, butter, poultry 
and cheese, which are left for future 
consideration and appropriate action; 
and therefore, ^tho price of moat la 
within tlie control of the people tliem- 
selves. 

"It places tho conduct of tliese great 
aggregations of capital Immediately 
under the eye, of a federal court with 
reference to their business practices. 
But, greater than all. It establishes the 
principle that no group of men. no 
matter liow powerful, can ever attempt 
to control the food table of the Amer- 
ican peoples, or any one of the neces- 
sities or component parts of It, 

"The department of Justice, having 
In mlud the necessities nnd Interests 
of the whole American people In thia 
critical reconstruction period, feels 
that by Insisting upon this surrender 
on the part of the packing business It 
has accomplished more for the Amer^ 
lean people than could have been 
hoped for as a result of a long-drawn 
out legal battle." 

Under tlie decree, the defandants, of 
whom there are 80, are compelled : 

1. To sell under supervision of the 
United States district court, preferably 
to the live stock producers and tlie 
public, all of tlielr holdings In public 
stock yards, 

2. To sell, under tlie same supervi- 
sion, and in like manner, all their la< 
terests In stock-yard railroads and ter* 
nlnals, 

3. To sell all their Interests In mar- 
tet newspapers, 

•1. To dispose of all tlieir Interests in 
public cold-storage warehouses, except 
as necessary for their own m^at prod- 
ucts. 

5. To forever disassociate them- 
selves with the retail meat business. 

0. To forever disassociate Uiem- 
selves with all "unrelated lines," In- 
cluding wholesale groceries; fresh, 
canned, dried or salt fish ; fresh, dried, 
evaporated or canned fruit;*; confoc- 
tloneries, sirups, soda water fountain 
supplies, etc.; molasses, honey, Jams, 
Jellies and preserves; spices, satices, 
relishes, etc.; cofilce, tea, chocolate, 
cocoa, nuts, flour, sugar,., rice and 
cereals (wIUi an exception to be 
noted), bread, wafers, crackers, bis- 
cuit, spaghetti, vermicelli, macaroni, 
cigars, china, furniture, etc. 

7. To abandon forever the use of 
their branch houses, route cars and 
autotrucks, comprising their distribu- 
tion system, for any other than their 
own meat and dairy products. 

8. To submit perpetually to the Jur- 
isdiction of the United Stotes district 
court under an Injunction forbidding 
all the defendants from directly or In- 
directly maintaining any combination 
or conspiracy with each other or any 
other person or persona or monopoliz- 
ing, or attempting to monopolize, any 
food product In the United States or

Rep. Dallinger Says He Will Object

Mllwuakee, Dec. 22.— Victor li. 
Berger, Soclajlst, wos re-elected to 
congress from tlie Fifth Wisconsin 
district, having defeated Henry B.. 
Bodenstab, nepubllcan, running as a 
fusion candidate, by 4,800 votes. 

Rerger's total vote was 24,307 and 
Bodenatab's 10,501. The returns indi- 
cate that opproxlmately 0,000 voters 
did not go ^'to the polls. The total reg- 
istration in tlto district was about 53,- 
000 voters. 

^ Berger's vote In 1018 was 17,822, 
and his opponents' combined vote was 
22,854. His plurality over Carney, 
Democrat, was 5,507. Carney polled 
12,315 and Stafford, Republican re- 
ceived 10,530. 

Should tlie house of representatives 
again refuse to seat Berger, there will 
be n vocant chair until the regular 
election In 1020, as Gov. E. L. Phllipp 
announced he would not call another 
special election. 

"I do not believe in spending any 
more of the people's money In that 
way," the governor declared. 
- Mr. Bodenstab said: "I think thot 
the majority of the voters of the Fifth 
district have been misled by a false 
propaganda. I am ready to continue 
In tlio flght to rid the community of 
foreign agitators and bolshevik adher- 
ents." 

Woshlngtonj pec. 22.— No move to 
dispute for the second time the right 
of Victor L. Berger, re-elected to the 
house of representatives, to a scat Is 
expected until he presents himself to 
be sworn in as a member, Kcprcscnta- 
tlve Dallinger, Massachusetts, ' chair- 
nan of the elections committee, said. 

"I shall then object, ns I did tho 
previous time," Mr. Dallinger said. 

The house may take action on a res- 
olution to deny Berger a scat without 
the fonnallty of referring the matter 
to the elections committee or reopen- 
ing hearings, he explained.

In Dublin. 

Dublin, Dec. 20. — An attempt was 
made at one o'clock In the morning 
to assassinate Viscount French, tlie 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, 

Lord French was' driving between 
the Ashton gate of Phoenix park nnd 
the vice regal lodge when a shot was 
fired. •, 

A clvlllnn hear by was struck and 
Instantly killed by Uie bullet 

A policeman was wounded at the 
same time. 

Lord French, however, escaped tlie 
fate evidently Intende<l for him. . 

Lord French had been In charge of 
til e repressl ve measures alnco tlie 
proclamation was recently Issued 
suppressing the Sinn Fein. / 



London, Doc. 24.— Premier Lloyd 
George addressed the house 'of com- 
mons on the Irish question. The pre- 
mier lust week announced his purpose 
of presenting to the commons on this 
occasion the details of tho govern- 
ment's Irish home rule bill. In open- 
ing' his address Mr. Lloyd Gcorgtx re- 
marked upon the extreme difllculty of 
his task, "dimcult Indeed," he said, 
"after such a discreditable outrage aa 
has just been perpetrated In Uie city 
of Dublin." 

The premier said parliament must 
get the fact right Into Its mind that 
In tho existing clrcurastuncos no pos- 
sible scheme for Irish homo .rule was 
universally acceptable. Therefore, he 
continued, parliament must assume 
the responsibility and propose what It 
think;* fair and Just. A settlement 
would be found not In the enactment 
of a home rule scheme, but In Its 
working. 

Two legislatures, one for Ulster and 
one for sonthoni Ireland, would be 
provided, nnd the way Is left open for 
n union of the two sections, .should 
they decide to take this step. Fullest 
possible freedom would be accortled 
the Irish legislatures In administer- 
ing the affairs of the Island, while in 
matters affecting the empire Ireland 
would have a volco In the Imperial 
pnrlloment. 

The two legislatures to he created 
In Ireland, the premier said, would he 
clothed with full constituent powers 
to create a single Irish legislature to 
discharge iill powers not specifically 
roser\"cd to the British imperial par- 
liament. 

The premier said that the Irish con- 
tribution to tho Imperial Bor\'Ices was 
estimated nt £18,000.000 annually. A 
joint exchequer board would settle 
the rate of contribution for the future 
nnd the question of taxable capoclty. 
It was proposed to place £1.000.000 at 
the disposal of each of the two por; 
llnmcnts to cover tlie Initial expendi- 
ture. 

Ireland, said the premier, was the 
only country In Kurope except Russia 
where the classes who elsewhere were 
on the side of law nnd order were out 
of sympathy witli the machinery of 
the government. While Ireland was 
never so prosperous as today, the fact 
remained, ho ■ declared, that Ireland 
was never so alienated from British 
rule as she Is today. 

Any attempt at secesBlon, the pre- 
mier announced, would be fought with 
the same determination, .force nnd 
resolution ns had been shown by tlic 
northern states In America. 

The representation of Ireland at 
Westminster, Mr. Lloyd George an- 
nounced, would he reduced imder the 
proposed measure to 40 members, as 
In the act of 1014. 

Eacli of the two parliaments would 
have taxation powers equivalent to 
those of the state legislatures of the 
United States. The Income tax and 
the excess profits and super , taxes 
would ho levied Imperially. The Irish 
parliaments would control all local 
matters and all machinery for the 
maintenance of law and order except 
the higher judiciary and the army and 
navy. 

The customs nnd excise services 
would he retained hy the Imperial par- 
liament, the premier stated, biit when 
Ireland was united It would ho open 
to the Imperial parliament to consider 
whether united Ireland would have 
control of the customs. 

The premier said the bill wotild 
contain clauses protecting^ the rights 
of minorities. The postal service 
would not he transferred, he nddwl. 
until there was a slnglo parliament In 
Ireland. < 

The government proposed to give 
the Irish government the advontage 
of all duties and taxes raised In ex- 
cess of a fair contribution to the 1m-. 
perlttl services, and a free gift, In ad- 
dition, to finance the development of 
the Irish parlluihent^ the premier de- 
clared. 

It would rest with the Irish people 
themselves, said Mr. Lloyd GeorKO. 
whotlier they desired union. The 
consent of the British parliament 
would not be required, and In order 
to offer a greater Inducement to union, 
the government proposed tl'mt.certaln 
additional taxing powers shouldbe In 
force.

merchant marine of the United King- 
dom totaled 20,100.000 gross tons, and 
that of the United States 1.870,000 
gross tons. On August 1, 1010, tlie 
American merchant marine totaled 
8,100,400 gross tons, the total number 
of vessels being 12,757, which Includ- 
ed 1,071 new steamers, 58 ex-German 
ships, and six ex-Austrian ships. 

Production CoBts Increased in Europe. 

The cost^f production In European 
countries will be increased over tlie 
pre-war period because of the chango 
In labor conditions. In the matter of 
machinery and efllclent methods of 
production, America may be counted 
upon to keep well opace. The cost of 
production and labor, and the in- 
creased shipping and banking facil- 
ities, us compared with pre-wrir com- 
petition conditions, greatly favor the 
American trader. The uncertain fac- 
tor in the Immediate future of our for- 
eign trade Is the unsolved problem of 
foreign credit. 

At the rates of exchange prevailing 
October. 0, 1010, a bushel of wheat 
which costs $2.37% f. o. b..at our At- 
lantic ports, In terms of our money 
abroad, would bo worth abroad the 
equivalent of $2.74 In British money, 
$3.83 in French money, 54,48 in Ital- 
ian money, and $13.47 in German 
money. If tlie depreciation of Euro- 
pean moneys continues, or the rate of 
exchange becomes more abnormal, It 
will probably restrict imports not only 
of bread cereals, but also of other 
commoilltles, to the hare necessities, 
and will constitute a powerful stim- 
ulus in foreign countries to Increase 
production.

Old Ammunition .Blovm Up by FIrea

Laon, France. — Residents of the dev- 
hstated districts of France are still 
fleeing from bursts of shell and shrap- 
nel. The new menace Is caused by 
small flres, which frequently set off 
the shells that have been plied up. 

In the desolate fields thousands of 
unexploded shells hnve been picked 
up by German prisoners, and, though 
there are details hauling them away 
and exploding them In remote valleys 
cverj' day, there are still long ranks 
of them everywhere. 

Sparks from locomotives and from 
small flms, whore battleOeld rubbish 
is being burned, occnlslonally set flre 
to patches of dry weeds, nnd the ac- 
cidental bursts are numerous.

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Varnish Not Full Protection. 
Wood Is not wholly protected from 
moisture by varnishing, which Is 
shown by tests of tlie Forest Products 
laboratory in Wisconsin to have only 
a retarding effect. The woods used 
were yellow birch, basawood, red gum, 
African mahogany, white ash, white 
pine, Sitka spruce, southern yellow 
pine, bald cypress, Incense cedar. 
Port Orford cedar, and sugar pine; 
but tliere was no perceptible dif- 
ference In the different species In 
the moisture absorbed through the 
coating.. Three coats of high-grade 
spar vnmlsh were ' applied to four 
panels of each species, two panels be- 
ing brush-coated and two dipped witli 
a special machine designed to give 
an oven coat. The panels were dried 
72 hours between coats and ten days 
after the final coat ; and were then ex- 
posed 17 days to an atmosphere prac- 
tically saturated with moisture. The 
brush-coated panels then showed ten 
grammes of moisture per square foot 
of surface: the dipped, between four 
and five grammes.

It was a 
claim for compensation for cutting 
trees ond huslies around a fort nt 
Shanbnlly. The clnlmant said he espe- 
cially volued these bushes as "there 
was dancing and lights there every 
night." 

It was nlioged that the defendant 
had taken away the bushes to evict 
tlie fairies. 

The Judge pointed out that if there 
were fairies tiiey would visit their an- 
ger on the msn who dared to cut 
the bushes nnd not on the owner. He 
did not accept tlie fairy theory and 
disralssod the claim. 



Receiving Wireless. 
. By use* of photography, a method 
Invented by C. A. Hovle, an electrical 
engineer of Schenectady, wireless mes- 
sages can be received and recorded at v 
n far greater speed and with more ac- 
curacy tlmn heretofore. The Inven- 
tion permits tlie eye either to supple- 
ment or replace the ear in reading 
wireless messages. The machine has 
reached a rote of 400 words a min- 
ute, and In test as many as 000 words. 
Up to this time the most rapid meth- 
od of recording radio signals has been 
by phonograph, but this must still be 
transcribed, so to speak, by the ear 
and not tlie eye, and moreover no 
permanent visual record Is made.

AN INTEBESTING subject of 
diplomatic gossip Is how the 
American soldier will adopt 
himself to tho new duties and 
unique surroundings of some of tho 
distant foreign areas he will of neces- 
sity become Intimate wIUi In cose the 
system of American mandatories In- 
volved in the League of Nations be- 
comes an accomplished fact Ar^ 
menla in general and more particular- 
ly tho so-called republic of Ararot are 
most frequently mentioned as zone's 
to be given over to the protecting wing 
of the American eagle. Everyone ad- 
mits If the job Is done at all by Undo 
Sam It will be done In tho typlcol 
whole-hearted American manner. The 
question therefore arises as to what 
tho American men who will be called 
upon to ploy on active port will think 
of It 

It win admittedly bo Important to 
give the Americans advance Informa- 
tion as to what they aro to expect 
If 'they ffo 08 port of Uncle Sam's pro- 
tecting arm to Armenia or to Ararat 
says the New Tork Sun. Under any 
mandatory system exercised by the 
United States, American soldiers as 
well as American civilians will hova 
to spend port of their lives In these 
countries ond altliough' the number 
may" not bo very great It nevertheless 
will not be negligible. ■■ 

Armenia, a mountolnous country, a 
little larger than tho stote of Pennsyl- 
vania, lies Just south of the Caucasian 
mountains between tlie Black and the 
Caspian seas. Although It Is bitterly 
cold on the mountains and oppressive- 
ly hot In tho valleys In summer. It Is 
nevertheless a fascinating dreoraland, 
abounding' in streams and lakes and 
rare birds and flowers. It Is referred 
to frequently as tlie "cradle of hu- 
monlty," for It claims witliln Its bor- 
ders the Gordon of Eden. Its his- 
tory Is somewhat obscure, but It Is 
said that the Armenian notion sprang 
up from the great grandson of Ja- 
pheth. the son of Noah. Tlie name 
Armenian Is derived from Aram, one 
of the mighty kings of the nation. The 
first Armenian dynasty dates back to 
2350 B. C. 

"Republic" of Ararat 

Armenia Is tlio proud possessor of 
Arorat— now the Republic of Ararat— 
which Is Identified with the beginnings 
of the history of tho human race, for 
when the flood subsided Noah's nrk 
Is supposed to have rested upon the 
mountain of Ararat The name of tho 
village 'at tho entrance to tlie glen 
on the northeast foot of Mount Ararat 
Is Arghuri, meaning "ho planted tho 
vine/' nnd American troops may bo 
told that this was Noah's vineyard. 
Nearby Is another spit called "Ma- 
nard," meaning "tho mother lies here," 
and this Is pointed out as the burial 
place of Noah's wife. Tho flrst strip 
of land seen from the ark Is also 
shown to visitors at a ploco called 
"Bravan," meaning visible, and the 
town of Nakchwan, meaning "flrst 
habitation," Is another point of Inter- 
est 

If the little Republic of Ararat 
wins mandatory protection from the 
United States, American soldiers may 
have the opportunity of defending tho 
mountain, which Is Regarded with 
superstitious awe. It Is believed by 
the surrounding people still to con- 
tain the relics of Nqah's ark, un- 
changed by time or decay. But Tartars 
ond Turks say Its summit Is the abode 
of tho devil and launch frequent cam- 
paigns against Its "evil influence," 
American troops may well havo an 
opportunity of engaging In almost con- 
tinuous • warfare in defense of this 
most ancient historical shrine. 

Admittedly thero Is more or less a 
state of continual war In Armenia be- 
catise of tlie Kurds, who prey on the 
Christians. The beys or chiefs of tho 
Kurds harass tho Christians in every 
way and break up Christian morrlogo 
ceremonies In order to seize the brides. 
Tlicre Is at present no organized force 
to hold tho Kurds In check nndi they 
live on robbery and plllngp. But with 
American troops In AJmenla, It Is flrm- 
ly believed by diplomats tlmt the no- 
tlvltles of tlio Kurds will bo held In 
check, If not stamped out altogether. 
Ono vlow Is . that tho Kurds might 
even lay down their arms as soon as 
they see the American troops arrive.

econonUcol. The ancient customs pre- 
vail In mony places, and here there 
will be special opportunity for tho 
Americans to learn and appreciate tho 
ancient ways. Now ideas of courtship, 
of mnrrloge, of social etiquette will bo 
absorbed by the Tanks. 

For example. If an American 'soldier 
goes to call on a girl he may find her 
father present, and may bo offered a 
cup of coffee, whllo the girl waits fot* 
tho empty cup. The American soldier 
must drink coffee, return the cup and 
soy: 

"God reward you, beautiful child." 

If the American receives a ring the 
next day, It moons that tho girl likes 
him and that the wedding ceremony l9 
to be held eight days later. 

The wedding, according to the cus- 
tom of tlie people, always begins on 
Friday. This means that tho bride 
and her friends go to the public bath 
and spend the day hatliing and feast- 
ing. The invited guests, In their best 
clothes, go to the houso on Saturday 
night wliere they slfon the floor or 
In chairs, according to their station In 
life. A wedding repast with rare 
oriental dishes Is had from low -tables 
pnd It Is by custom not a dry supper. 
So far apparently the bride and the 
bridegroom celebrate eoch with tholif 
own friends and In their own way. 
Tho ceremony continues on Into the 
next day, which Is featured by the 
bridegroom hoving his head shaved 
before the guests In a very showy 
manner and with great ceremony. 

Later, In case the bridegroom Is an 
American soldier, for example, tho 
priest arrives to bless tho Tank's 
wearing apparel hefore he puts It on. 
By ten o'clock all start out, priest 
bridegroom and friends, for tho home 
of the bride. Tho men carry torches 
and ore accompanied by musicians. 
Arriving on the scene the American 
soldier would bo welcomed by having 
rose wntor sprinkled over him and 
would otlienvlso be accorded a magnif- 
icent reception. He begins then to go 
tho rounds, kissing tlie hands of oil 
tlie ^ests, but beginning wMth the 
father-in-law and the mother-in-law. 
The bride, meanwhile, appearing very 
bashful, remains modestly off In a 
comer, covered from head to foot In 
scarlet silk. She must not respond 
when tho priest first calls: "Bring 
fortli the bride." Upon the second call 
she must also stand pot but on the 
third coll she comes forth. 

The American and his bride would 
then go to the oltor, where after a cer* 
emony lasting about an hour, their 
heads come In contact The heads are 
tied together with a string, and tha 
ceremony Is finished for the time b& 
lug. The actual ceremonial function 
continues until the following Saturday, 
when the Yank and his bride would be 
called upon to go to the home of the 
fathor-ln-law and mother-in-law and 
kiss their hands again. 

Shoes Stand at Door* 

If a Tank Is a guest he must not 
forget to take off his boots before en- 
tering the parlor. He will see shoes 
arranged In pairs at the door, serving 
as a "Who's \Vlio" for guests preceding 
him. In some coses slippers put over 
the boots for the special occasion will 
serve tho some purpose as taking off 
the shoes, tho Idea being that tho 
guest must not enter with the shoes 
carrying the dirt of tho streets. 

It will he essential in some respects.

The 
resultant explosion scattered the ves- 
sel and her contents far and wide over 
the sea bed. The Immense wealth 
which she was believed to have on 
board has from that time to this ex- 
ercised over many minds as potent a 
fascination and spell as ever was 
wielded by dreams of discovering tho 
treasures hidden by the buccaneers 
who sailed the southern seas.
